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After  a  two-hour  delay  and  im¬ 
promptu  entertainment  to  calm  the 
anxious  crowd,  John  Gibbons,  election 
committee  chairman,  announced  the 
winners  of  the  ASBYU  primary  race  at 
12:15  a.m.  today. 

Apologizing  for  the  computer  failure 
which  caused  the  delay,  Gibbons  ad¬ 
dressed  the  sparse  and  exhausted 

Soup  in  a  soft  voice  to  announce  that 
ouglas  Erekson  and  Randal  Edwards 
had  won  the  President-Vice  President 
race  with  1,392  votes,  finishing  578 
votes  ahead  of  Jon  and  Perry  Bratt. 

Despite  the  victory,  Edwards  took 
the  microphone  ana  announced  the 
team’s  withdrawal  from  the  race,  pull¬ 
ing  third  place  winners  Eric  Sender 
and  Eric  Ottesen  back  into  the  contest. 
They  tallied  645  primary  votes. 

The  winners  will  kick  off  their  final 
campaigns  with  an  Election  Rally  at  10 
a.m.  today  in  the  Wilkinson  Center 
Ballroom.  Candidates  from  each  office 
will  question  each  other  on  issues.  Also 
featured  will  be  “Redfeather,”  a  band 
that  has  played  in  the  Utah  and  Idaho 

Committee  member  Evelyn 
Williams  said  candidates  will  present 
''""ipaign  projects  to  the  student  body 
;he  ELWC  Reception  Center  Fri¬ 
day. 

Voting  will  take  place  March  15-17 
and  the  final  results  will  be  announced 
at  9:30  p.m.  Saturday  in  Knight 
Magnum  Social  Hall  during  an 
ASBYU  dance. 

Commenting  on  the  victory,  Perry

Scholer,  elated  over  the  team’s  sur¬ 
prise  boost  into  the  general  election, 
said,  “We’re  glad  that  the  students 
looked  at  the  issues.” 

Reacting  to  the  Edwards  and 
Erekson  withdrawal,  Scholer  said, 
“They  stirred  up  interest  in  the  elec¬ 
tions  and  proved  their  point.” 

In  the  race  for  Social  Vice  President, 
Russ  Tanner  led  with  1,453  votes, 
followed  by  Robert  Sloat  with  1,078. 

Sterling  Deuel  won  the  Athletics 
Vice  President  contest  with  1,493 
votes.  Kelly  Adams  garnered  1,208. 

Earning  the  most  support  in  the 
primary  race,  David  Litster  received 
2,518  votes,  twice  as  many  as  second- 
place  contestant  Becky  Toomey  who 
had  1,140. 

The  Academics  Vice  President  race 
was  close.  Ernest  Richter  earned  1,980 
votes  and  Doug  Clark  1,620. 

Although  he  began  as  the  sole  can¬ 
didate,  Merril  Bodily  lost  the  Finance 
Vice  President  race  to  competitors  Ken 
Edmunds  and  Dave  Park.  Edmunds 
received  1,737  votes  and  Park,  1,384. 

Receiving  the  second  largest  number 
of  votes/  Kristy  Rogers  dominated  the 
Student  Community  Services  race 
with  2,098  votes,  followed  by  Terry 
Palfreyman  with  1,443. 

Only  two  people  were  nominated  for 
Women’s  Office  Vice  President  — 
Joyce  Christensen  and  Susan  Paxman 
— and  Organizations  Vice  President  — 
Kenneth  Holmes  and  Mark  Kirkwood. 
They  did  not  run  in  the  primary. 

Gibbons  believed  the  voter  turn-out 
was  high  for  a  primary  election.  “There 
were  5,410  votes  cast  for  the  race. 
That’s  a  pretty  large  amount.” 

He  expressed  dismay  about  the  long 
delay.  The  announcement  was 
scheduled  for  10  p.m.  Wednesday. 

“A  few  people  have  accused  us  of 
stalling  for  time,”  he  said.  “But  the 
delay  came  in  the  computer  tabula¬ 
tion,  not  as  a  deliberate  trick  by  the 
Elections  Committee.” 

Although  the  number  of  students 
decreased  as  the  night  wore  on,  enter¬ 


tainment  was  not  lacking.  Restlessness 
set  in  at  10:40  p.m.,  but  was  alleviated 
by  Edwards  and  Erekson,  who  led  the 
audience  in  sing-a-longs  like  “Row, 
Row,  Row  Your  Boat.” 

Edwards  demonstrated  his  comedic 
abilities  by  imitating  celebrities  in  the 
roles  of  “Wizard  of  Oz”  characters.  Do¬ 
ing  an  impressive  John  Wayne  imita¬ 
tion,  he  placed  Wayne’s  voice  in  the 
character  of  Dorothy  and  said,  “You 
better  get  down  that  yellow  brick  road, 
Toto,  or  I’ll  bust  some  faces.” 

The  crowd  burst  out  laughing  when 
he  mimicked  Richard  Nixon  as  the 
Wizard  of  Oz.  “Pay  no  attention  to  the 
man  behind  that  curtain,  he’s  just 
changing  the  tapes.” 

Possibly  foreshadowing  his 
withdrawal,  Edwards  sang  “Let  it  Be” 
in  one  of  his  few  serious  moments  dur¬ 
ing  the  long  wait. 


Frontrunners 
drop  out  of  race 

Editor’s  note:  After  it  was  an¬ 
nounced  that  Douglas  Erekson  and 
Randal  Edwards  had  received  the 
most  votes  for  President  and  Vice 
President,  Edwards  read  a  state¬ 
ment  declaring  their  withdrawal 
from  the  race.  The  following  is  the 
complete  text. 

Our  campaign  started  out  as  a  joke, 
a  satire  on  the  hypocrisy  and  serious 
attitudes  associated  with  student  elec¬ 
tions. 

As  we  all  know,  jokes  are  not  funny 
nor  effective  unless  they  have  some 
basis  in  fact.  The  fact  is  the  student 
body  here  at  BYU  is  tired  of  un¬ 
realistic,  unfulfilled  promises  from 
suited  candidates  with  mission  presi¬ 
dents’  letters  while  they  feel  they  are 
being  left  out  of  student  government. 

They  are  tired  of  candidates  who 
(and  we  speak  from  personal  ex¬ 
perience)  talk  about  student  govern¬ 
ment  in  hallowed  tones,  placing  the 
emphasis  on  what  the  administration 
wants  rather  than  what  the  students 
need.  Students  want  to  be  involved, 
but  on  the  level,  and  until  they  feel 
that  they  are  truly  represented,  stu¬ 
dent  government  will  be  looked  upon 
with  apathy  and  hostility.  We  feel  that 
our  victory  has  not  been  a  result  of  our 
qualifications,  but  because  students 
had  nowhere  else  to  turn. 

We  also  know  that  a  joke  can  be 
carried  too  far,  and  if  it  is,  it  becomes 
stale  and  meaningless.  We’ve  had  fun 
campaigning  and  feeling  the  spirit  of 
BYU,  but  to  carry  on  would  defeat  my 
purpose.  We  had  no  idea  at  the  beginn¬ 
ing  of  our  campaign  that  it  would  take 
us  this  far.

Michael  Lee,  Wilderness  Associates 
director  of  architecture  and  design, 
said  construction  and  remodeling  of 
existing  “hardware  facilities”  was 
needed  to  allow  for  “more  space  for  the 
growing  staff  and  work  phases  of  the 
project.” 

Although  “considerable  expense  will 
be  involved  to  bring  the  buildings  up  to 
the  Uniform  Building  Code  Stan¬ 
dard,”  Lee  said  it  is  “practical”  to  use 
the  buildings. 

He  said  Wilderness  Associates  would 
,  like  to  start  construction  and  remodel¬ 
ing  “as, soon  as  a  building  permit  is 
granted  and  bid  process  is  completed.” 


Remodeling  is  likely  to  take  from  six  to 
eight  weeks. 

The  buildings  will  be  used  for  office, 
shipping,  receiving,  costuming,  con¬ 
struction  staging,  kitchen,  model  mak¬ 
ing,  painting,  sign  Shop,  fiber  glass 
shop,  carpentry  and  “other  shops 
which  relate  to  the  management  of 
Heritage  Mountain.” 

The  barracks  will  be  used  until  the 
grand  opening  of  the  ski  resort,  which 
has  not  been  announced,  Lee  said. 
“The  demolition  date  has  not  been  es¬ 
tablished,  but  these  buildings  must  be 
tom  down  before  other  construction 
can  begin.”  Tennis  courts  and  a  golf 
course  will  be  built  on  the  site  of  the 
barracks. 


The  five  barracks  buildings  will  be 
used  for  storage,  but  will  be  removed 
later.  The  three  main  buildings,  the 
farm  house  and  the  horse  barn  and  the 
hay  and  dairy  barn,  will  be  “remodeled 
substantially.” 

The  farm  building,  horse  barn,  hay 
and  dairy  barn,  will  brought  up  to  the 
Uniform  Building  Code  Standard. 

The  current  holding  tank  must  be 
approved  by  the  Director  of  Water  and 
Waste  Department  until  a  sewer  line  is 
extended.  The  farm  building,  horse, 
hay  and  dairy  bams  will  be  connected 
later. 

The  overall  plan  must  be  approved 
by  the  Site  Plan  Review  Committee. 


BYU  officials  told  local  landlords 
Wednesday  the  university  would  “run 
with  the  ball”  in  the  proposed  U.S. 
Justice  Department  fair  housing  suit. 

H.  Hal  Visick,  BYU  general  counsel, 
briefed  nearly  50  landlords,  managers 
and  attorneys  in  the  ELWC  Little 
Theater  on  the  university’s  position. 
Also  in  attendance  were  Fred  Schwen- 
diman,  assistant  vice  president  for 
physical  plant;  Ben  E.  Lewis,  ex¬ 
ecutive  vice  president;  DeLyle  Barton, 
housing  director;  and  Lamon  Oviatt, 
off-campus  housing  coordinator. 

The  Justice  Department  threatened 
last  week  to  sue  BYU  and  36  Provo  lan¬ 
dlords  for  alleged  violations  of  the  Fair 
Housing  Act  of  1968.  The  department 
feels  the  practice  of  segregating  men 
and  women  in  different  apartment 
buildings  is  discriminatory. 

“We  realize  our  interests  are  not 
necessarily  the  same  as  the  landlords,” 
Visick  said.  “And  we’re  certainly  not 
going  to  tell  you  what  to  do.  You  have 
your  own  private  businesses  and  you 
know  better  than  we  do  how  to  run 
them.” 

He  asked  them  to  work  together  and 
“not  hire  36  lawyers.  Let’s  not  make 
this  too  unwieldy.” 

Suits  based  on  the  Fair  Housing  Act 
are  of  two  types,  Visick  explained.  An 
individual  files  suit  against  one  par¬ 
ticular  landlord,  or  the  Attorney 
General  may  file  suit  if  he  thinks  a  pat¬ 
tern  of  discrimination  has  been  found. 
“It  is  entirely  up  to  his  discretion,” 
Visick  said. 

Visick  said  the  BYU  Board  of 
Trustees  meets  March  16  and  the  un¬ 
iversity  will  not  respond  to  the  Justice 
Department  before  then.  “We  are  not 
finished  with  our  investigation  and 
research,”  he  said.  “We  are  going  to 
hire  the  best  lawyer  for  this  type  of 
case  we  can  find,  and  we  do  not  want  to 


commit  him  to  the  direction  he’s  going 
to  take.” 

Landlords  requested  that  the  univer¬ 
sity  ask  the  Justice  Department  to 
remove  them  from  the  suit  because 
their  actions  are  based  on  BYU 
policies. 

“The  case  does  stand  on  our 
policies,”  Visick  agreed.  He  said  he 
would  call  the  Justice  Department 
Thursday  “and  see  how  they  feel.” 

The  Justice  Department  letter  said  a 
suit  would  be  filed  in  one  month  if  the 
university  would  not  negotiate.  Visick 
said  he  felt  it  “was  not  talking  about 
exactly  30  days  from  now.  I  don’t  ex¬ 
pect  them  to  file  until  we  reach  an  im¬ 
passe.” 

Visick  said  he  thought  the  univer¬ 
sity’s  chances  of  winning  the  suit  were 
“very  good.” 

“We  expect  to  prevail,”  he  said. 
“The  First  Amendment  in  very  broad. 
If  we  do  lose,  I  can’t  tell  what  the  reac¬ 
tion  might  be.” 

As  part  of  a  previously-scheduled 
trip  to  Washington,  D.C.  on  April  4, 
Visick  said  he  would  “go  over  our  posi¬ 
tion  again”  with,  the  Justice  Depart¬ 
ment.  “They  have  been  very  friendly 
thus  far.  I  don’t  want  to  get  into  a  good 
guys/bad  guys  type  thing.” 

He  said  the  “probable  source”  of  the 
FBI  investigation  into  BYU  housing 
policies  was  a  suit  filed  against  Cedar- 
crest  Apartments  in  1977.  A  woman 
wanted  to  rent  a  studio  apartment  and 
the  only  one  available  was  in  the  men’s 
section.  Visick  said  the  complaint 
which  was  filed  at  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  aler¬ 
ted  the  Justice  Department. 

One  landlord  asked,  “if  there’s 
anywhere  we  can  send  letters  to  Con¬ 
gressmen  or  copies  of  this.” 

“We  have  sent  letters  to  Utah’s 
representatives  and  all  the  Mormon 
senators  there  are  and  those  we  tbink 
are  friends,”  Visick  replied.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Utah’s  gambling  laws 
probably  wouldn’t  stand  in  the  way  of  lottery  ticket 
distribution  for  the  1979  NCAA  basketball  cham¬ 
pionships  scheduled  for  the  University  of  Utah,  At¬ 
torney  General  Robert  Hansen  said  Wednesday. 

Hansen  said  a  formal  opinion  would  be  issued 
Thursday  afternoon. 

The  question  came  up  following  Salt  Lake  County 
Attorney  Paul  Van  Dam’s  announcement  that  he 
would  prosecute  all  lotteries  which  appeared  to  be  in 
violation  of  the  state’s  gambling  law. 

The  NCAA  distributes  tickets  by  lottery,  but 
those  who  don’t  get  tickets  get  their  money  back. 

Since  those  who  don’t  get  tickets  are  out  nothing 
more  than  a  postage  stamp,  the  lottery-selection  of 
ticket  holders  appears  acceptable  under  the  law, 
Hansen  said.  For  the  same  reason,  Utah’s  elk  permit 
distribution  plan  is  probably  not  in  violation  of  the 
law,  said  the  attorney  general,  although  he  hasn’t 
been  asked  to  render  an  opinion  on  that  lottery 
system. 

As  far  as  the  NCAA  is  concerned,  even  if  state  law 
prohibited  the  lottery,  it  could  be  held  in  another 
state  and  tickets  issued  for  the  Utah  games,  Hansen 
said. 

Give-aways  on  radio  and  television  are  not 
covered  by  the  state  law  since  broadcasters  are 
governed  by  the  Federal  Communications  Commis¬ 
sion,  Hansen  said. 

Since  federal  law  takes  precedence  over  state  law, 
whatever  is  acceptable  to  the  FCC  would  be  accep¬ 
table  in  Utah,  he  said. 

The  same  applies  to  grocery  store  chains  which 
run  promotions  sanctioned  by  the  Federal  Trade 
Commission. 

But  Hansen  said  the  Sugarhouse  Chamber  of 
Commerce  probably  couldn’t  have  a  sugar  lottery, 
even  though  participants  didn’t  have  to  pay 
anything  for  the  tickets.

One  of  the  unique 
features  of  the  portable 
radio  is  the  touch-tone 
dial  system  that  can 
patch  into  local 
telephone  lines.  With  it, 
ham  operators  can  make 
local  telephone  calls. 

Ham  operators  can 
also  use  the  airwaves  to 
make  long  distance 
phone  calls.  For  exam¬ 
ple,  if  an  operator  was  in 
touch  with  Kansas  City, 
Mo.,  over  the  radio  and 
he  had  a  phone  patch 
line  set  up,  he  could  call 
someone  in  the  Kansas 
City  area  for  no  charge. 
“Although  it  is  not  il¬ 
legal  to  do  this  once  in  a 

lile,”  Macdonald  said,

MOSCOW  (AP)  —  As  Soviet  of¬ 
ficials  celebrated  International 
Women’s  Day  by  lauding  the  “epochal 
successes”  of  women’s  liberation  in  the 
Soviet  Union,  security  police  Wednes¬ 
day  broke  up  a  demonstration  by  a 
group  of  Jewish  women  who  want  to 
emigrate. 


“Soviet  authorities  have 
demonstrated  again  what  women’s 
rights  in  this  country  really  mean,”  the 
activists  said  in  a  statement  prepared 
for  the  protest  in  downtown  Moscow 
near  the  Kremlin. 

Dozens  of  agents  moved  in  quickly  to 
break  up  the  small  gathering.  Dissi¬ 


dent  sources  said  six  women  were 
seized  by  plainclothes  agents  and 
taken  away  during  the  demonstration, 
organized  to  protest  the  Soviet  govern¬ 
ment’s  refusal  to  permit  the  women  to 
emigrate.  Most  of  them  want  to  go  to 
Israel.

“I  will  talk  about  the 
brain  as  the  behavioral 
organ,”  Fleming  said. 
“It  organizes  the 
behavior  by  taking  infor¬ 
mation  from  the  en¬ 
vironment  and  organiz¬ 
ing  a  response.  I  am  try¬ 
ing  to  analyze  the  brain 
by  scientific  means.” 

Fleming  used  the 
anecdote  of  Phineas 
Gage  who  had  a  crowbar 
blown  through  his  head. 
“Most  people  think 
when  the  brain  is 
damaged,  a  person  can’t 
function  norm'ffily. 
When  the  crowbar  was 
removed,  his  only  reac¬ 


tion  was  abusive  and 
rude  language.  He  could 
carry  on  normal  daily 
functions  and  hold  down 
a  job. 

“Anecdotes  don’t  give 
a  scientific  basis  for 
behavioral  response,” 
Fleming  explained.  “I 
am  frying  to  establish  a 
scientific  basis.”

Cougar  tracksters  leave 
for  NCAA  indoor  finals 


Nine  members  of  the  Cougar  track 
team  will  leave  today  for  Detroit, 
Mich.,  for  the  NCAA  Indoor  Cham¬ 
pionships  and  another  shot  at  powerful 
Texas-El  Paso. 

The  Cougars  have  an  excellent 
chance  to  upset  UTEP’s  predominan- 
tly  Kenyan  team  in  several  events  if 
the  BYU  athletes  can  do  repeat  perfor¬ 
mances  of  their  work  at  the  WAC 
championships,  where  they  finished 
second  to  UTEP. 

In  that  meet,  BYU^s  distance 
medley  relay  team  of  Kevin  Hyde,  Jay 
Woods,  Kim  Coombs,  and  Alan 
Schultz  upset  the  Miners  by  16 
seconds  to  take  first  place  at  9:44.12. 
The  UTEP  relay  team  won  the  event  at 
last  year’s  NCAA  finals  with  a  9.45.0 
clocking.

—  Per  Nilsson  in  the  shot  put, 
second  in  the  WAC  with  a  season  best 
toss  of  62-4  and  1/2. 

—  Kim  Nielson  and  Rob  Olson  in 
the  high  jump.  Nielson  broke  the 
school  record  this  year  with  a  7-4  leap, 
and  Olson  tied  with  Wyoming’s  Mike 
White  for  WAC  honors  at  7-1. 

—  Zenas  Moreno  in  the  600-yard 
dash  with  a  season  best  time  of  1:08.79. 

—  Hyde,  Woods,  Coombs,  and 
Schultz,  running  only  in  the  distance 
medley  relay,  defending  their  WAC- 
winning  clocking  of  9:44.12.

‘Quickie  diet' 
no  solution 


All  Carla  Coed  ate  Saturday  was  a  boiled  egg 
for  breakfast.  Sunday  was  Fast  Sunday,  so  she 
waited  until  evening  to  sip  a  bowl  of  broth. 

She  felt  good  about  sticking  to  her  diet  for  two 
days,  but  Monday  she  walked  by  the  Candy  Jar 
at  lunch  time  and  gave  in  to  her  craving  for 
candy.  As  she  finished  her  third  candy  bar,  she 
moaned  to  herself,  “I’ll  n&ver  fit  into  my  size  10 
Preference  dress  by  Friday!” 

Her  predicament  is  a  familiar  one  for  many 
BYU  coeds.  Lora  Beth  Larson,  an  instructor  in 
the  Food  Science  and  Nutrition  Department, 
said  students  go  on  a  poorly-planned  diet,  a 
“quickie  diet”  and  hope  to  lose  five  pounds 
within  a  week,  and  aren’t  able  to  stick  with  it. 
This  is  known  as  the  “yo-yo  effect,”  she  said. 

Kay  B.  Franz,  another  instructor  in  Food 
Science  and  Nutrition,  recommended  that  diets 
“be  low  in  calories  but  adequate  in  all  other 
nutrients.” 

“Most  people  have  put  on  weight  over  a 
period  of  months  or  years.  Instant  weight-loss 
programs,  while  appealing,  will  not  re-educate 
the  individual  to  a  new  pattern  of  eating,”  she 
said.  Once  the  diet  is  over,  people  will  usually 
go  back  to  their  former  eating  patterns  and 
regain  the  weight  they  lost. 

Nutrient  deficiencies  may  finally  result  from 
poor  dieting,  Miss  Larson  said,  resulting  in 
generally  poor  health,  and  perhaps  resulting 
eventually  in  emotional  and  physical  letdowns. 

One  method  of  losing  weight  fast  that  can  be 
dangerous  is  fasting.  J.  Hal  Johnson,  associate 
professor  of  Food  Science  and  Nutrition,  said 
“Fasting  for  any  length  of  time  without  medical 
supervision  can  be  dangerous  due  to  the  deple- 
'  v ■  of  i 


tion  of  body  reserves  of  nutrients  and  fluids.”

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  March  of  Dimes  is 
phasing  out  its  support  of  programs  that  can 
diagnose  major  birth  defects  amid  pressure  from 
anti-abortion  groups  that  say  parents  have  no  right 
to  decide  whether  a  deformed  child  should  be  bom. 

The  programs  are  nearly  the  only  sources  of  the 
special  prenatal  diagnostic  procedure  in  the  United 
States.

They  say  they 
continue  to  oppose  giving  volunteer  help  or  money  to 
the  March  of  Dimes  campaign. 

Dr.  Arthur  J.  Salisbury,  medical  services  vice 
president  of  the  National  Foundation,  denied  the 
phase-out  was  the  result  of  pressure  from  anti¬ 
abortionists,  saying  the  decision  follows  a  long¬ 
standing  policy  of  limiting  foundation  support  to 
five  years.  He  also  said  the  board  of  trustees  wants  to 
concentrate  more  on  improving  health  care  for  preg¬ 
nant  women  and  newborn  babies. 

Some  March  of  Dimes  officials,  who  asked  not  to 
be  named,  said  the  phase-out  is  designed  in  part  to

All  these  people  are  being  served  by  BYU  Food  Services. 

Myrle  Cloward,  assistant  to  the  director  of  the  Wilkinson  Center, 
said  students  are  not  aware  of  all  the  ways  Food  Services  can  help 
them.  Besides  running  the  cafeterias,  Cougareat,  and  Dairy 
Products  Lab,  Food  Services  also  provides  catering  services. 

Caterers  handle  breakfasts,  luncheons,  banquets  and  even 
wedding  receptions  if  fall  or  winter  semester  is  not  in  session,  Mrs. 
Cloward  said.  She  suggested  students  planning  special  occasions  for 
branches,  clubs  or  personal  parties  keep  Food  Services  in  mind. 

“Part  of  our  role  is  to  take  good  care  of  the  students,  as  well  as  the 
total  university  family,”  she  said. 

Employees  feel  a  sense  of  dedication,  Mrs.  Cloward  added.  There 
are japproximatelyJL80  full-time  and  850  student  employees  working 


for  Food  Services.  Many  of  the  full-time  employees  have  been  work" 
ing  there  a  long  time.  They  seem  to  like  their  work  and  stay  with  it; 
a  number  have  gone  full-time  from  student  work. 

Students  employed  by  Food  Services  may  earn  both  a  degree  and 
a  working  knowledge  of  a  trade,  she  said. 

Wells  P.  Cloward,  director  of  Food  Services,  has  headed  the  office 
since  it  opened  in  1953.  He  designed  the  dining  and  kitchen  areas  of 
Cannon  Center,  Morris  Center,  both  the  Ogden  and  Provo  temples, 
the  Wilkinson  Center,  and  LTM. 

Cloward  has  received  various  awards  for  his  work  in  Food  Ser¬ 
vices.  Two  of  the  awards  were  international  and  one  was  from  the 
National  Association  of  College  and  University  Food  Services,  on 
which  he  served  one  term  as  national  president  and  two  terms  as 
district  president. 

The  most  recent  development  in  Food  Services  was  the  move  of 
its  office  to  199  ELWC.  All  offices  are  now  centralized.  Prior  to  the 
move,  the  central  offices  were  in  333  ELWC,  while  Cloward’s  offices 
were  in  the  Food  Service  Receiving  Building.

Experts  discuss  nutrition 


Questions  on  cold  remedies,  food  additives  and 
food  storage  were  answered  Wednesday  during  a 
seminar  given  by  Food  Science  and  Nutrition  in-, 
structors  as  part  of  Nutrition  Week. 

Nutrition  Week,  which  runs  through  Saturday,  is 
sponsored  by  the  Medical  Dietetic  Club. 

The  first  question  was  on  cold  remedies.  “I’ve 
been  given  a  home  remedy  recipe  for  a  cold:  one 
spoonful  honey,  one  spoonful  lemon  juice  in  a  glass 
of  hot  water  taken  every  hour  until  it  goes  away. 
This  works.  Can  you  explain  why?” 

Bruce  H.  Wooley,  professor  in  the  College  of 
Family  Living,  said  that  while  rest  and  heat  have  a 
therapeutic  effect  on  colds,  there  is  no  cure.  “If  you 
continue  to  take  this  combination  the  cold  will  go 
away  in  two  to  three  days,”  he  said.  “If  no  therapy  is 
given  the  cold  will  go  away  in  24  to  36  hours.” 

Another  question  was,  “Are  food  additives  really 
harmful?”  Clayton  Huber,  Food  Science  and  Nutri¬ 
tion  department  chairman,  said  there  are  a  lot  of 
misconceptions  about  food  additives.  Whether  or 
not  an  additive  occurs  naturally  in  a  food,  or  is  from 


■  other  substances,  it  is,  chemical  in  nature. 

“Too  often  people  without  scientific  background 
believe  the  word  chemical  means  something 
dangerous,  or  at  best  unnatural,”  he  said.  “They  fail 
to  realize  that  everything  in  the  world  is  essentially 
chemical,  from  the  concrete  and  steel  in  the  Empire 
State  Building  to  the  vitamins  in  our  food.” 

He  said  the  Food  and  Drug  Administration  has 
found  some  foods  to  be  carcinogenic  in  animals,  but 
added  that  most  of  the  tests  are  unrealistic. 

A  question  on  food  storage  was  answered  by  J.  Hal 
Johnson,  associate  professor  in  Food  Science  and 
Nutrition.  “What  kind  of  items  should  I  put  in  my 
food  storage  so  our  diets  would  be  nutritionally  ade¬ 
quate?”  Johnson,  answered,  “If  a  person  eats  a 
balanced  diet,  they  can  store  what  they  eat  and  eat 
what  they  store.” 

He  said  some  modification  might  be  necessary 
since  things  such  as  hamburger  cannot  be  stored.  He 
suggested  when  preparing  a  menu  it  should  be  made 
up  to  suit  one’s  family,  and  then  foods  should  be 
stored  on  the  basis  of  that  menu. 


Club  serves  sports  interests 


If  you  are  looking  for  a  club  on  campus  with  plenty  of  activities 
and  with  an  emphasis  on  sports,  the  Affilated  Sports  Association 
may  be  right  up  your  alley. 

In  1957,  because  of  the  break-up  of  fraternities  on  campus,  ASA 
was  created  by  a  group  of  students  who  found  they  all  had  one  thing 
in  common,  sports. 

“The  club  assimilated  the  activities  of  the  fraternities,”  Gordon 
Benson,  president  of  ASA  said.  “Officially,  it  is  the  oldest  men’s  ac¬ 
tivity  club  on  campus.” 

ASA  was  originally  called  the  Sportsmen  Club,  according  to  Ben¬ 
son,  but  because  of  conflicts  with  HEW’s  Title  IX,  it  was  forced  to 
change  its  name.  “The  constitution  had  to  be  changed  to  include 
women  being  allowed  into  the  club,”  Benson  said. 

Geared  towards  sports,  ASA  holds  a  very  impressive  record  as  an 
Intramural  independent  team.  “We’ve  had  club  supremacy  for 
many  years,”  Benson  said.  “That’s  why  many  people  join  ASA.” 

Although  ASA  leans  towards  sports,  its  purpose  is  to  achieve 
growth  and  unity  both  "mentally  and  physically.  “We  are  devoted  to 
the  development  of  the  entire  individual,”  Benson  explained. 

To  meet  the  physical  and  mental  needs  of  its  members  ASA 
provides  a  number  of  outings  and  social  events. 

As  with  many  clubs,  through  the  years  ASA  has  acquired  many 
traditions.  Keeping  them  alive  is  important,  Benson  said.  “Each 
month  we  hold  an  event  that  has  been  traditional  to  the  club,”  he 
said. 

In  the  fall  the  club  has  its  annual  deer  hunt  and  feast.  As  with 
years  past,  the  club  made  its  autumn  trek  into  the  woods  this  year. , 
Whether  they  kill  deer  or  not,  the  members  still  have  a  deer-hunt 
feast. 

“This  year  we  had  ham,”  Benson  said. 

The  club  also  holds  a  spring  formal,  a  luau,  and  attends  Park 
City  Night.  During  Park  City  Night  the  members  rent  a  con¬ 
dominium  and  attend  the  melodramas  that  evening.  The  next  day 
they  ski. 

“What  we  feel  is  the  most  important  aspect  of  the  club  is 
brotherhood,”  Benson  said. 

To  ensure  brotherhood  between  members  and  especially  the  new 
members,  new  recruits  go  through  a  two  week  initiation  period 
known  as  pledging. 

During  this  period,  pledgees  cannot  talk  to  women  or  date.  Ben¬ 
son  explains  “the  reason  for  this  rule  isn’t  because  we  are  sadistic; 
it’s  to  center  the  pledgees’  minds  on  obtaining  brotherhood  with 
their  fellows. 

Craig  Kaiser,  a  freshman  from  Saginaw,  Mich.,  who  recently 
completed  pledge  week,  agrees  with  Benson.  “By  not  dating  or  talk¬ 
ing  to  girls,  the  guys  I  pledged  with  had  a  common  bond,”  Kaiser 
said.  “It’s  helped  me  to  make  some  close  friends.” 

But  pledge  week  is  much  more  then  not  talking  to  women,  Ben¬ 
son  said.  With  a  big  brother  to  watch  over  them,  pledgees  must  go 
through  a  rugged  schedule  of  meetings,  activities  and  projects.  Fail¬ 
ing  to  meet  the  requirements  results  in  demerits,  which  the  pledgee  . 
must  erase. 


One  of  the  highlights  of  pledge  week  is  “commando  night.” 
Pledgees  spend  an  evening  counting  street  lights,  collecting  rocks 
from  Y  mountain,  and  engaging  in  various  activities.  Commando 
nights  in  the  past  have  included  borrowing  grave  markers,  and 
stealing  fraternity  signs. 

“Since  being  reprimanded  for  such  activities,  our  commando 
night  has  mellowed  out  a  great  deal,”  Benson  said. 

Joe  Wood,  who  has  been  the  adviser  to  ASA  for  the  past  10  years, 
is  honored  at  the  final  outing,  held  in  his  home,  which  is  ap¬ 
propriately  called  Joe  Wood  Night.  Here  the  new  members  show 
their  projects,  sing  songs,  and  are  presented  their  certificates  of 
membership. 

The  pledgees  also  present  their  big  brothers  with  a  wooden  pad¬ 
dle  made  during  pledge  week.  “The  way  they  present  them  is  rather 
unique,”  Benson  said.  “The  pledgees  get  to  swat  their  big  brothers 
on  their  seats  as  hard  as  they  want.” 

Pledging  takes  place  at  the  beginning  of  each  semester,  Benson 
said.  Those  interested  can,  at  that  time,  pledge  to  enter  the  club, 
but,  Benson  cautioned,  “ASA  is  not  for  everybody.  It  is  for  the  per¬ 
son  who  likes  sports  and  wants  to  develop  brotherhood.” 

Orem  decides  fees 
for  land  annexation 


Orem  residents  annexing  land 
into  the  city  will  have  to  make  a 
contribution  to  Orem’s  water 
supply,  the  city  council  decided 
Tuesday  night. 


Citizens  annexing  land  will  be 
required  to  deliver  water  shares 
yielding  six  acre  feet  per  year, 
which  is  enough  water  to  irrigate 
one  acre  of  landscaping. 

Under  the  resolution,  the 
council  has  the  option  to  waive 
the  requirement  or  to  require  the 
petitioner  to  pay  an  amount 
equal  to  the  water  shares.  The 
council  may  also  set  a  greater  or 
lesser  payment  according  to  the 
situation  of  the  petitioner. 

The  resolution  also  requires 
citizens  annexing  land  to  pay  an 
annexation  fee  of  $700  per  acre. 

Councilman  Glen  R.  Zimmer¬ 
man  said  access  to  the  water  is 


The  resolution  was  passed 
because  the  council  felt  residents 
outside  the  city  boundaries  had 
not  participated  in  the  cost  of 
city  services  to  the  same  extent 
as  city  residents. 

The  council  also  approved  a 
contribution  of  $1,345.95  to  the 
Retired  Senior  Volunteer 
Program. 

David  L.  Gardner,  a  represen¬ 
tative  of  the  group,  said  the 
program  is  for  senior  citizen 
volunteers  doing  work  at  46  in¬ 
stitutions  in  Utah  County.  It  is 
funded  primarily  by  federal 
funds  with  the  .remainder  of  the 
budget  coming  from  contribu¬ 
tions,  Gardner  said. 

Also  approved  was  the  con¬ 
struction  of  duplexes  on  250  E. 
800  North  and  300  S.  140  West.

U.S.  letter  sizes  to  be  changed 


Dimensional  standards  for  letter- 
size  mail  will  be  implemented  by  the 
U.S.  Postal  Service  this  year,  a  Post 
Office  spokesman  announced. 


The  standards  are  for  first  and  some 
third  class  mail. 


The  maximum-size  standard  will  be 
effective  April  15.  Permissible  max¬ 
imum  sizes  are  as  follows:  length  11 1/2 
inches,  height  6  1/8  inches,  and  1/4  in¬ 
ches  thick,  weighing  one  ounce  or  less 
for  first  class  or  two  ounces  or  less  for 
single-piece  third  class. 

A  surcharge  of  accepting  oversize 


pieces  is  planned  for  April  15,  but  the 
exact  amount  has  not  been  deter¬ 
mined. 

The  minimum-size  standard  will  be 
effective  Nov.  30.  Permissible 
minimum  sizes  are:  length  5  inches, 
height  3/2  inches,  and  thickness  .007 
inches.  Envelopes  and  cards  not 
meeting  these  standards  will  be  non- 
>  mailable,  the  spokesman  said. 

Dimensional-standards  charts  were 
distributed  to  campus  offices  last  spr¬ 
ing.

Arrington,  a  master’s  degree  candidate  at  BYU, 
portrays  Brigham  Young  in  the  one-man  show  which 
he  researched  from  personal  diaries,  notes,  descen¬ 
dants  of  Brigham  Young  and  general  information 
from  the  church.  For  two  years,  he  has  studied  the 
accent,  body  measurements,  style  of  dress  and  per¬ 
sonal  history  of  the  LDS  Prophet. 

“After  studying  and  researching  his  personality 
for  a  year,  I  feel  I  know  the  character  of  the  prophet. 
I  researched  diaries,  personal  notes,  church  informa¬ 
tion  and  talked  with  his  descendants  and  now  I  feel 
confident  of  my  portrayal  of  him  on  stage.  I  even 
have  the  same  general  body  measurements  he  had. 

“Many  people  think  of  Brigham  Young  as  being 
soft-spoken  and  loving  all,”  Arrington  said,  “but  I 
tend  to  disagree  with  that  image.  Brigham  could  be 
stem  one  moment  and  at  other  times  be  a  loving 
prophet.  He  was  a  harsh  man,  and  had  to  be.  He  had 
to  lead  people,  he  had  government  officials  to  con¬ 
tend  with,  and  he  had  to  deal  with  outsiders  that 
hated  Mormons. 

“I  picture  Brigham  as  a  strong  man,  a  man  from 


the  country.  I  studied  his  background  and  personal 
entries  from  his  journal  and  I  give  his  character  a 
farmer’s  feel  and  accent.” 

Since  the  premiere  at  BYU,  the  performance  has 
survived  two  years.

Rain,  snow  cause  slides; 
Grand  Canyon  trails  closed 


Recent  rains  and  snows  which  have 
caused  snowslides  and  minor  flooding 
in  Utah  have  forced  the  closure  of  all 
inner-canyon  trails  in  Grand  Canyon 
National  Park. 

According  to  Merle  E.  Stitt,  park 
superintendent,  wet  conditions  have 
caused  over  60  rock  and  mud  slides  on 
the  park’s  three  major  trails,  the 
Bright  Angel,  Kaibab,  and  North 
Kaibab.  The  park’s  35  wilderness  trails 
have  also  received  slides  of  unknown 
numbers. 

Stitt  said  some  trails  are  blocked  by 
boulders  as  large  as  an  automobile. 
Slides  20-30  feet  long  and  up  to  eight 
feet  deep,  of  mud  and  small  rocks, 
have  occurred  along  the  trails.  There 
are  numerous  sites  where  more  slides 
can  be  anticipated,  he  said. 


Stitt  estimated  the  trails  would 
probably  remain  closed  for  10-14  days, 
depending  on  weather  conditions. 

He  said  no  repair  work  would  be 
done  until  the  rains  and  snows  stop 
and  drier  conditions  exist;  therefore, 
all  trails  are  impassable  and  present  a 
severe  hazard  to  the  safety  of  trail 
users.
